6. the Apo- 
ſtle hauing before — bor of the needful- 
neſle of ic, whereas he faith, Te haze need 
againe that wee teach you the firſt principles 
of the word of God, then doth hee after- 
ward relate the Catechiſme it ſelfe in the 
maine 2.principall poiuts of it, which he 
tearmeth repentance from dead workes, 
and faith towards God : he mentioneth 
alſo the two ſorts of perſons of whom it 
was required, to wit, the Conuerrs before 
they were baptized, which he meaneth 
by the doctrine of Baptiſmes, and the 
children ot Belecuers ſo ſoone as they 
came to diſcretion, which hee meanerh 
by the laying on of hands, becauſe theſe 
little ones after ſuch exerciſes performed 
by them, had the hands, to wit, ofthe 
Paſtors, laid on them. 

Thus wee haue ſcene of theſe two 
points, to wit, the great profits which 
come by catechizing, and alſo that there 
is no vileneſſe in it, ſo az any one may

One is, wherefore I 
am ſilent concerning the Miniſters, for 
the executing of this catechtzing buli- 
neſle : I anſwer, for that generally it is 
held for a dutic whereto they are boun- 
den, whereas concerning other it is not. 
And hence it is ſtrange to mee, that all 
thoſe who make conſcience of preach- 
ing, doe not alſo of catechizing,which is 
equally commanded, and rather more 
then leſſe profitable, Secondly, That if 
the Miniſters doe their duties, there may 

no more required then their care to 
preſent them to the Miniſter : I anſwer, 
that except they doe ſomething in pri- 
uate, the profit by the publike may bee 
endangered ; but if this be neglected in 
the publike, then it ſtandeth you the

more vpon, that your ſelues be labourers 
in the worke. 

If here it be ſaid, the matter is too dif. 
ficule to be done by you, I anſwer, if you 
only command your companies to 
learne theſe principles, and to vtter the 
ſame to you, this is a ſmall matter; and 
then there are ſo many helpes by thoſe 
who haue wricten vpon the grounds of 
Religion, that at the leaſt ſome of thoſe 
being procured, there may bee ſome- 
thing with great facilitie performed.
